A PRESIDENT-CANDIDATE. 

There is no reason to question Presi- 
‘dent Harpine’s entire sincerity in de- 
ploring the double capacity in which 
he wifl appear if he goes to the coun- 
try to make speeches this Summer. 
He would wish to be thought of merely 
as President, giving an aécount of: his 
stewardship and urging policies which 
Hie. believes to be for the common good. 
,But- he has been: announced by his 
friends as a candidate for re-election, 
and feels deeply embarrassed by the 
fear that anything he may now say 
will be interpreted in a political or 
partisan sense. To the correspondents 
at Washington he made it plain that 
this would be. wholly. repugnant - to 
- him.. What he would like is to enforce 

a distipetion between Mr. HARDING as 
President and Mr. HarDING.as a pos- 
sible seeker of another term. If there 


were any way to.do it, hé would wish } 


to ‘make his h irers entirely forget

parently forced upon him, is further 
evidence of his simple nature and un- 
affected way of looking out. upon the 
world.
